Today, there is a NATO organi- 
zation. It is not all it should be. 
The weapons and technology of 
today’s military machines are not 
those of the thirties. There is much 
to be done. And it just might be 
that Mr. Khrushchev, confronted 
with his own problems (not clear- 
ly understood by the West) has 
produced the necessary sense of 
urgency which we lacked. 


A new route must be. traveled 
if we are to build on the sense 
of hope and opportunity. To do 
so will not be easy. It will, in fact, 
be very difficult indeed for two 
members of the Western alliance 
—Great Britain and the United 
States. 


This new route, to which there 
are many access roads, is eco- 
nomic and social cooperation as 
well as military. Unless we can 
somehow manage this, the West 
may not survive. 


Single Neighborhood 


Science and technology, as Am- 
bassador Stevenson points out, 
are making the world a single 
neighborhood. Tools and tec h- 
niques of industry, science, and 
trade are becoming available to 
all. 


Free societies, precisely because 
they are free, cannot blindly as- 
sert their own will without dam- 
age one-to the other. The com- 
petition of one’s self-interests im- 
pinges on the other. Trade and in- 
vestment produce conflicts. Free 
nations collide. The totalitarian 
bloc, being disciplined and unfree, 
has. less of this trouble.- Red 
China’s rise has begun to create 
occasional clashes of interest, but 
they are still under control. 


The free nations have made 
astonishing advances. The Com- 
mon Market is the best example. 
It has enabled France, Germany 
and Italy to show economic growth 
rates equal to that of the Soviets. 
The expansion of this vast mar- 
ket has made it almost necessary 
that Great Britain join it. But she 
is delayed, and temporarily pre- 
vented by the loyalties and needs 
of the Commonwealth nations. 
But it should not be Overlooked 
that Britain badly needs to as- 
sociate herself with Europe. She 
is not, in trade or military might, 
the empire which once contribu- 
ted so greatly to the stability of 
what now seems so old and dis- 
tant a world: 


To some, indeed, there is some- 
thing a bit sad in seeing Great 
Britain, her hat figuratively in 
hand, knocking at the door of a 
European trade group. But if 
she and Scandinavia come in, 
there will be a market of more 
than 300,000,000 persons. ‘Do we 
still believe, in this country, we 
can exist without a step-up in 
world trade?)

Fumes Rout 
10,000, 
Injure 52

CREVE COEUR, Ill. (UPID— 
Deadly ammonia fumes wafting 
from a river barge Tuesday 
routed more than 10,000 persons 


from their homes, injured at least 
52 persons and turned four com- 
munities into short-lived ghost 
towns. 


Sleepy-eyed residents, roused by 
sirens and police loudspeakers, 
fled en masse from Creve 
Bartonville, North Pekin and 
quette Heights when the acrid 
gas spewed from a ruptured pipe- 
line on the barge and drifted over 
the Central Illinois towns. 


MASSED IN CARS 


They massed in automobiles 
along country roads or took ref- 
uge in makeshift refugee quarters 
in nearby communities. Police, 
firemen and volunteers—wet tow- 
els and handkershiefs wrapped 
across their faces—patrolled de- 
serted streets to prevent looting. 


Twenty-two persons, most of 
them firemen who tried to stop 
the flow of ammonia gas from the 
barge pipeline, were admitted to 
hospitals. Twenty-three others 
were treated at hospitals and re- 
leased and-at least seven were 
treated by doctors at nearby Glas- 
ford. Physicians said none was 
hurt seriously. 


LESS THAN SEVEN HOURS 


The crisis was over less than 
seven hours after it started. By 
7 a.m. (Atlanta time) most of the 
evacuees had returned to their 
homes and Peoria Health Direetor 
Dr. Fred Long said “the emer- 
gency is over.” 


In their wake, the fumes left 
hundreds of dead fish and swarms 
of dead insects along the banks 
of the Illinois River. Vegetation 
turned a dark brown along the 
river banks in the vicinity of the 
offending barge. 


Henry Sahlin, a Peoria civil de- 
fense officer, and Mayor Chester 
Polson of Bartonville praised the 
public for the way it reacted to 
the emergency.

NEW YORK—Western Europe 
is far less jittery over the pos- 
sibility that the Berlin crisis 
might lead to a shooting war than 
are many Americans, Adlai E. 
Stevenson said Tuesday. 


The chief of the U.S. delegation 
to the United Nations arrived at 
Idlewild Tuesday afternoon from 
Paris, ending a three-week work- 
ing vacation in Europe. 


Having discussed both the Ber- 
lin and the Bizerte situations 
with France’s President Charles. 
de Gaulle, Stevenson said he 
would report their discussions to 
Persident John F. Kennedy in 
Wafhington Wednesday. 


He said that Kennedy’s firm 
stand on Berlin had won general 
approval throughout Free Europe

HONG KONG — The Chinese 
Communist army is ready to “‘lib- 
erate” Formosa and cope with 
“any aggressive war which U.S. 
imperialism might launch,” Gen. 
Lo JuiChing, army chief of staff, 
declared in Peiping Tuesday 
night. | 


~ Speaking at a reception held to 


mark Army Day, Gen. Lo at- 
tacked the United States and 
President John F. Kennedy in the 
strongest terms. The belligerent 
tenor of his remarks immediate- 
ly led to speculation here that 
Peiping might be planning to step 
up tension in the Formosa 
Straight coincident with the de- 
veloping crisis over Berlin. 
“The Chinese People’s Libera- 
tion Army is ready at any time 
to liberate Formosa, the terri- 
tory of our motherland, complet- 
ing the gerat cause of the uni- 
fication of China,” Gen. Lo de- 
clared, according to a Peiping 
Radio 4roadcast monitored here 


BANKS ON ‘JUSTICE’ 

“Tt is also already at any time 
to cope with an aggressive war 
which U.S. imperialism might 
launch against us. 

“Justice is on our side and so 


is the sympathy -of people 
_ throughout the world. 


“Formosa, as a part of our 
sacred territory, will certainly 
be restored to the bosm of her 
motherland. All U.S. imperialist 
schemes of aggression and war 
are doomed to utter failure. The 
cause of world peace and human 
progress is sure to win the final 
victory.” 


THEY LOVE PEACE 

The Chinese people ‘ardently 
love peace,” the general said, 
but they cannot tolerate the con- 
tinued U.S. “‘occupation” of For- 
mosa. 


Lo said the chain of events 
during the past six months had 
shown that the “so-called peace 
talk’”’ of Kennedy was “only a 
lie to serve his policies of ag- 
gression and war.’ 


Gen. Lo said a new war danger 
had been stirred up over Berlin 
and the war preparedness of 
the United States had reached 
a new height and Constituted a 
“grave menace to world peace.” 


All peace-loving nations, he 
said, must sharpen their vigilance 
‘and be ready to “deal resolute 
rebuffs to the war provocations 
of the United States.”

Khrushchev’s remarks were in- 
terpreted here as another warn- 
ing to the West and particularly 
the United Stdtes. He did not 
mention President John F. Ken- 
nedy by name but he noted that 
the United States again had ob- 
served “Captive Nations Week.” 


“No provocations can change 
the course of history or are strong 
enough to divert the free peoples 
of the Socialist (Communist) 
countries from the path they 
have chosen,” Khrushchev said. 
“We decisively warn all lovers of 
military adventures to behave 
wisely and remember that we 
have all the necessary means to 
cool off your hot heads.” 


Khrushchev’s talks _ with 
Gheorghiu-Dej, informed observ- 
ers said, are to review current 
East-West problems and help the 
Soviet premier consolidate the 
Communist position in the face of 
the threatened world crisis over 
Berlin. 


Besides conferring with the Ro- 
manian delegation, Khrushchev is 
Said to be personally supervising 
the draft of the Russian reply to 
the Big Three Western notes on 
Berlin. He also is reported to be 
preparing a statement in reply to 
President John F. Kennedy’s Ber- 
lin crisis report to the American 
people last week. 


Diplomats predicted Khrushchev 
may announce additional military 
measures to counter Kennedy’s 
program to strengthen the U.S. 
armed forces. Khrushchev has an- 
nounced a $3.5 billion boost in mil- 
-litary budget and cancellation of 
reductions in the armed forces.

Western Summit Talks 
Predicted by Macmillan

LONDON—Prime Minister Harold Macmillan said Tuesday there 


probably will be a meeting of Western heads of government to discuss - 


European problems. 


He was replying in the House| 
of Commons to a questioner who 
asked if he planned to meet 
President Charles de Gaulle to 
discuss Britain’s effort to gain 
membership in the Common Mar- 
ket. 


Macmillan replied that he had 
no arrangements for such a meet- 
ing. But, he added, there prob-

PRIMARY CONCERN 


It is assumed here that the 
meeting would be concerned pri- 
marily with the Soviet threat to 
Berlin. But the Western heads of 
government have as yet made 
no arrangeemnts for the gather- 
ing. 

In Washington, the White House 
said such a meeting was “cer- 
tainly possible.” Press Secretary 
Pierre Salinger said no meeting 
is planned at present. But he 
added: “It is certainly possible

The Senate Appropriations Committee 
has gone beyond President Kennedy’s re- 
quest for an additional $3.5 billion to 
build up the nation’s military forces by 
adding another billion to strengthen 
bomber, missile and satellite power.

State Revenue Picture 


Is a Gloomy Prospect 


After taking a look at July figures, 
Commissioner Dixon Oxford is right in 
warning the state about revenues for the 
coming fiscal year. With net collections off 
about a million. dollars for the month, 
only a sharp upturn could push this year’s 
collections up to last year’s figures. And 
even in that case, the state will be living 
far beyond its income. 

Major reason for the decline, of course, 
is the recession aftermath. Growth of the 
state’s economy, as reflected in the figure, 
is not processing at a pace to increase 
revenues. Net result is financial troubles 
ahead. 

Illustrated again is the need for Geor- 
gia leadership in all fields to concentrate 
upon the problems of economic develop- 
ment.

NATO (of which France is the 
core), and specifically on the 
defense of North Africa and the 
Western Mediterranean from in- 
ternational communism. 

2. The future value of the secu- 
rity council of the United Nations. 

3. The U.S. policy of anti-co- 
lonialism, which rests on a two- 
way foundation; (a) the Ameri- 
can tradition of helping people 
become independent; (b) 
State Department theory that Only 
consistent practice of the policy, 
regardless of capacity for self- 
government, will breed that fa- 
vorable ‘‘world opinion’ esSen- 
tial to ‘‘win’’ the:cold war.

But 
the claim of France rests on an 
ambiguous clause in the 1956 
signed protocol with Tunisia. 

The Tunisians did and do con- 
strue it to have meant that a 
national army under their own 
command would soon: take the 
place of the French army. The 
French construe it as encour- 
agement of the hope that a 
Tunisian army would remain 
under French control, with 
French troops indefinitely in 
Tunisia. And even while sign- 
ing, French officials entertained 
no idea of giving up the Bizerte 
base; conceived by France as 
vital to the defense of the Medi- 
terranean because Tunisia would 
always. be exposed to the neutral- 
ist influence of Cairo. 


In the intervening years there 
has been ‘‘maneuvering’’ in all 
three directions. But when the 
Algerian independence movement 
developed into violent warfare, 
the French need of retaining the 
Bizerte base as well as its Al- 
gerian installation at Mer-el- 
Kebir became critical. And in 
the same period the pressure 
grew on President Bourguiba of 
Tunisia to get rid of foreign 
military installations as Morocco 
had done.

However, I do not think 
Hemingway was more American 
because he wrote boldly of the 
courage and valor of war than 
Steinbeck because thé latter chose 
to write of the plight of the Okies 
or Farrell because he described 
the Irish-Catholic life in Chicago. 

All this is not a criticism of 
Hemingway. However, Ernest 
Hemingway will be remembered 
for the impact he had on the 
world of letters, not for his im- 
pact on political ideology.

this matter.” 

Asked if he had detected any 
evidence of ‘‘war jitters’ in Eu- 
rope, Stevenson said, ‘‘No there 
is not.” 

He added that the consensus 
there was that the Berlin crisis 
would not ‘degenerate into war 
because neither Khrushchev nor 
the West wants war.” 


Some European leaders, he 
said, feel negotiations on the 
Berlin problem may prove no 
more fruitful than past attempts 
at settlement with the Russians. 
Others, he added, “are more 
hopeful and everyone agrees that 
the door to the conference room 
must be kept open as President 
Kennedy” has stated. 


Asked if he found any degree 
of ‘“‘mellowing’’ on the part of 
France toward the United Na- 
tions, Stevenson said: 


“The public attitude is differ- 
ent from the official attitude and 
supports the United’ Nations.”’ 


Turning to the Bizerte crisis, 
in which France and Tunisia 
stand in uneasy truce over con- 
tinuing French occupation of the 
North African naval base, Steven- 
son described the situation as 
‘‘a matter of considerable urgen- 
ww. 


He said it was ‘‘clearly in the 
interests” 


settle the conflict ‘‘before further | 


fighting breaks out.”’ He added | 
that the French have made it | 
clear that they don’t intend to 


stay at the base forever. 


‘Tl believe it will be settled and 
no meeting of the General As- 
sembly is necessary or desirable.

MEXICO CITY #—'"'The long- 
est show window in the world’ — 
Mexico's 1,600-mile, unarmed, un- 
defended border with the United 
States—is being spruced up like 
a Christmastime store window 


The unprecedented project is 
designed to make Mexican border 
towns better for tourists and Mex- 
icans alike, 


Ambitious as it is, Antonio J. 
Bermudez, director of the new 
national frontier program, says it 
will almost pay for itself. Bermu- 
dez is widély known as the for- 
mer head of Pemex, the nation- 
alized oil industry. 


If the project succeeds, the old 
border cities pictured by tourists 
as dirty, brawling, vice-ridden 
and retarded will be a thing of 
the past. 


In their place will blossom lit- 
tle Mexico Citys with modern ho- 
tels, motels, entertainment cen- 
ters, museums, show places, li- 
braries, shopping centers featur- 
ing Mexican-made products. 


Ambitious? Yes. 
No, say officials. And they have 
a lot of carefully collected fig- 
ures to back them up. 


Business already is booming in 
the area. But much of the profit 
goes to the United States, which 
even sells U.S. gasoline to bor- 
der cities. 


Sixteen million Americans live 
in the border area adjoining Mex- 
ico—about 50 per cent of Mexico’s 
entire population: In addition, five 
million Mexicans live on the 
southern fringe of the Rio Grande. 
This makes a total of 21 million 
customers. The Mexican popula- 
lion is growing 10 per cent a year. 


Border spending is an important 
iiem in Mexican economy. US. 
citizens spent around $520 million 
in Mexican border cities last year 
compared with only $150 million 
in the rest of Mexico. And that 
does not include the amount spent 
by Mexicans, much of it for U.S.- 
made products. 


Mexico’s goal, economically logi- 
cal to officials, is to boost U.S 
spending by offering better facili- 
ties and products, and holding on 
to the outflow of pesos by encour- 
aging Mexicans to spend in 
Mexico.

1, Actively promoting the tour- 
ist trade along the border with 
new entertainment and comfort 
facilities, cleaning up the vice 
centers so John Doe will bring his 
wife and family for weekends in-

Visiting coaches took short,

Surprisingly, however, attend- 
ance at the swimming clinic to 
be conducted by Fred Lanoue 
of Tech and Les Fouts of GMA, 
was almost nil.

Umbach, highly successful in 
the past years at Auburn, dem- 
onstrated various coaching tech- 
niques with the aid of son Rick.

Is Dying Here 


She hit running. 


“You please tell me what has happened to Atlanta!” she 
shouted into the telephone. ‘“‘Just tell me what has happened to 
this good old neighborly community spirit we 
heard so much about. 


“Here I am, saddled with a big part of the 

fall fund campaign and I have never been so 

- frustrated and mad in my life. Nobody will take 

any responsibility. We are surrounded by neu- 
rotics and whiners.” 


She told me what I had heard before. Heard 
it and wished I hadn't. Experienced it and fig- 
ured it would go away if I didn't look it straight 
in the eye. 


The volunteer spirit is dying. The old im- 
pulse to charitable public works, whatever it once 
was, has been swamped, foundered, snuffed down to a wisp of 
smoke. If it is not yet entirely gone, it is gasping its last. 


If you want a lesson in brotherhood, in social relationships 
in 1961, try te organize a corps of workers for any fund campaign. 
For the best research, concentrate on the captaincy level, where 
the job is to find a cadre of lieutenants whose assignment, in turn, 
will be to whip up the troops for house-to-house or door-to-door 
solicitation. 


“T’'ve done my share. 


““Get somebody else’ you will hear, 
Too old to whip the world’s problems. No, thank you! 


The foot-draggers are mostly women. And there is a pretty 
good reason for it. They've been the Marthas a long time and 
some of the glory of anonymous bountiful-ing is wearing off. 


Public work does not repel men. Perhaps because it is part 
of the corporate image of the rising executive, but it seems no 
trouble at all to get industry and business to tap busy department 
heads for annual stints of fund raising. The papers print their 
names and pictures. The recognition carries a certain eclat. It is 
an earnest that these public-spirited men have either arrived, or 
will soon emerge among that policy-making elite in the execu- 
tive suite. 


These are the big leaders. Their job, in the campaign struc- 
ture, is not hard to perform. They have enough influence, mascu- 
linity, salesmanship, charm, momentum to sign up the echelon 
just beneath them without any trouble. They center in on THE 
woman or the group of women. They present their request. It is 
usually done at a quiet luncheon. The girls are flattered. 


“I'll take my block, honey,’ the refrain will come over and 
over again, “but I won't be a leader. I simply can’t ask my 
friends to do any more things for me. I'm still paying them back 
for a campaign I worked on 10 years ago.” 


And this will contain the kernel of sad truth. We work as 
volunteers as favors for our acquaintances and friends. We do it 
for them. We help them, They never get over the feeling of ob- 
ligation, and we let them wear it, like any ingratiation. 


Oliver Wendell Holmes had a word about letting George do it: 


“As life is action and passion, it is required of a man that 
he should share the passion and action of his time, at the peril 
of being judged not to have lived at all.”

The stunts of a circus act and the su 
a children’s sandbox and leisure are 
counted on for summer work. 


However, they found seven 
mouths belonging to seven mus- 
cular boys went along with all 
their other duties. 


The girls, Peg Hannah, Bar- 
bara Hepp, Suzi Smith and Dor- 
othy Gilmore, are part of Flori- 
da State University's famed ae- 
rial circus. The seven boys, Bill 
Arnold, Hovey Burgess, Mark 
Carroll, Adrian Catarzi, Steve 
Fraser, ‘“‘Brick’’ Mason and 
Ivan Williams are the muscles 
and brawn in the circus, 


The young people are conduct- 
ing a summer recreation pro- 
gram for children between the 
ages of 2 and 18 at Callaway 
Gardens, Pine Mountain. They 
also give visitors to the gardens 
a thrill three days a week with 
several performances of their 
fly-through-the-air, juggling and 
other physical feats. 


BOYS HELPLESS 

The girls and boys have cab- 
ins fully equipped with kitch- 
ens, but the boys pretend to be 
completely helpless with a 
stove. 


Suzi says the girls took pity 
and agreed to cook the evening 
meal for the troupe. None of the 
girls admit to being cooks, but 
they gave it a try. 


“We bought a pot roast for 
our first dinner,” Peg said. 
“You know. We thought we 
could put all the vegetables 
around it and this would be very 
simple. But when we started 
trying to cram 11 potatoes, 11 
carrots and all into the pot with 
that big roast we couldn't do 
Aig 

The roast was divided several 
times into different pots and the 
stoves in both the boys’ cottage 
as well as the girls’ were busy 
that night cooking pot roast and 
vegetables. 


Peg confesses she bought a 
cookbook on leftovers. “‘But I 
haven't even opened it.”’ 


When the boys started com- 
ing over for their dinner, the 
girls would politely stand away 
from the buffet-style table and 
let them help themselves, 


“Then we found they weren't 
leaving anything for us,’’ Bar- 
bara said while helping. the oth- 
er three with a quick snack for 
lunch. ‘So now we serve our 
plates and then call them to 
dinner.” 


STOCK UP 

The young people each put 
$40 every two weeks into the 
kitty for food. The girls try to 
drive to LaGrange for gro- 
ceries. But if time doesn’t al- 


low such a trip, they stock up 


at the grocery in Pine Moun- 
tain. 

The boys come to supper 
armed with their own knives 
and forks. They also come 
knowing which one will wash 
the dishes. ‘“That’s something 
they decide among themselves 
before they come over. We nev- 
er have to say a word about 
dishes,’’ Peg said. 


The young performers often 
find a watermelon, homemade 
cake and staples at their front 
door—from admirers of their 
circus act. These come from 
residents of Pine Mountain and 
guests at the gardens. When va- 
cationers pack up their belong- 
ings, they frequently pass their 


unopened canned goods to the: 


young summer workers.

“leave little doubt that, how- 
ever interpreted, climatic vari- 
ations play an important role in 
birth and infant death rates.” 


These conditions exist to a 
lesser degree among higher 
socio-economic status groups 
that can modify “by air condi- 
tioning, suburban homes, and 
country vacations, the effects 
of climate. With better nutri- 
tional practices, they are also 
able to minimize protein and 
other dietary deficiencies.” 


The researchers noted “the 
various links in this chain of 
evidence point to a fertile area

Colonial Dishes 


Delight 61 Palate

Constitution Food Editor 
Walking up and down the shady old streets of Co- 
lonial Williamsburg, you may hear the faint clatter of 
horses followed by their carriages in the distance. 
And your-heart will skip beats as you pass people on 
the street who seem to be unaware of the 20th Cen- 


tury and the 1961 fashions. 


Men dress in bloused shirts, 


deep. Over a blazing fire 
swung an iron crane which held 
huge pots for stews. 


Above the fireplace were 


spoon bread for everyday fare 
or the fluted circle of Sally 
Lunn for company dinners. 


On the brick floor near the 
fireplace stood large skillets on 
spider legs so they could be 
placed in the coals, waffle 
irons: with long handles, and 
even an 18th-century device for 
tasting bread evenly. 


Cooks of the 18th century 
used skillets, pots and pans 
made of sturdy iron instead of 
aluminum. 

Instead of a serving cart for 
transporting food from kitchen 
to dining room, a young slave 
was entrustea with the culinary 
masterpieces and he whistled 
from the outside kitchen to the 
dining room of the master’s 
house to prove he was not sam- 
pling the food. 


An elegant 18th-century meal 
often included as many as 25 
dishes for one course—and as 
many as 15 smaller courses 
were sometimes consumed by 
colonial patrons of Williams- 
burg’s taverns. 


Today’s palate might not ap 
preciate the multitude of dishes 
that tempted the appetites of 
_George Washington and Patrick 
Henry nor would the method of 
preparation used in that period 
create a stampede to the kitch- 
en for the modern housewife. 


You'll enjoy preparing such 
favorites as Chowning’s Tavern

Beat egg yolks until light and 
add sugar. Soak gelatin in cold 
water; put over low fire, bring 
to a boil, and pour it over 
sugar-egg mixture, stirring 
briskly. Whip cream until stiff, 
fold it into the egg mixture and 
flavor with rum. Cool until 
mixture begins to set and pour 
into pie shell. Chill until firm. 
Sprinkle top of pie with shaved 
chocolate, and garnish with 
whipped cream if desired. Serve 
cold. Yield 1 pie. 

Serving dishes in the middle 
class homes were of pewter and 
saltglaze; in the ornate Gover- 
nor’s Palace at Williamsburg, 
the food was re-heated in a 
warming room fireplace before 
being served on china plates to 
the Governor and his family in 
their candle-lit dining room. 

Reminiscing in this world that 
existed a couple hundred years 
ago may prove exciting. But 
that wonderful modern kitchen 
filled with modern appliances, 
pots and pans will look mighty 
good to the housewife who hur- 
ries home from her vacation 
and starts dinner.
